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Richard  Alway  CM.  6T2  Appointed  Next  President 
of  the  University  of  St.  Michael's  College 


Very  Reverend  John  C.  Gallagher, 
C.S.B.,  Superior  General  of  the  Basi- 
lian  Fathers  has  appointed  Richard 
Alway,  CM.,  the  present  Warden  of 
Han  House,  to  the  position  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  St.  Michael's 
College.  Father  Gallagher  acted  upon 
the  unanimous  recommendation  of 
the  Collegium,  the  highest  governing 
body  of  St.  Michael's,  afiei  n  had 
received  the  report  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Search  Committee  estab- 
lished in  May  1989  and  chaired  by  the 
Honourable  John  G.  O'Driscoll  5T1, 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Onta- 
rio. Mr.  Alway  will  succeed  Father 
James  McConica,  C.S.B.,  on  1  July 
1990. 

In  his  letter  of  appointment  dated 
Monday  23  October,  Father  Gallagher 
stated: 

Mr.  Alway  possesses  to  an  outstand- 
ing degree  the  qualities  required  to 
lead  St.  Michael's  as  it  meets  the 
challenges  of  the  1990's.  As  the  first 
non-Basilian  President  in  St. 
Michael's  136  year  history,  Richard 
Alway  will  continue  a  long  tradi- 
tion of  fruitful  and  cordial  collabo- 
ration among  the  Basilian  Fathers, 
other  priests,  sisters  and  lay  people. 
The  Basilian  Fathers  will  continue 
to  play  a  cenual  role  in  the  direction 
of  this,  our  oldest  institution  in 
North  America.  We  assure  the  new 
President  of  our  wholehearted  sup- 
port, and  look  forward  with  confi- 
dence and  enthusiasm  to  the  future 
of  St.  Michael's  under  his 
leadership. 

His  Eminence  Gerald  Emmett  Car- 
dinal Carter,  Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  St.  Michael's,  reacted  very 
favourably  to  news  of  the  appoint- 
ment. "I  am  very  pleased,"  he  said,  "to 
hear  of  this  choice.  I  have  known  Rick

Always  appointment  with  pleasure 
and  satisfaction.  The  editorial  in  The 
Mike  was  entitled  "Welcome  Aboard 
Prez"  and  stated,  "As  the  Church 
attempts  to  answer  Vatican  H's  call  for 
all  to  participate  more  fully  in  Christ's 
work,  the  appointment  of  Mi.  Aiwa) 
in  his  capacity  as  a  layman  can  only  be 
seen  as  one  of  foresight  and  promise.... 
Certainly  the  selection  committee 
would  appear  to  have  made  a  good 
choice  for  our  new  President.  You  cer- 
tainly have  accomplished  much,  Mr. 


Aiwa) ,  .hhI  so  mm  h  will  I*  expo  ted 
in  this  newest  position  ol  leadership. 
Best  wishes  foi  yoursell  and  foi  .ill  ol 
us  as  we  contemplate  our  collective 
future." 

As  si  Michael's  alumni  and  friends 
know,  the  President-designate  is  the 
very  active  and  dedii  ated  Chairman  ol 
our  cunent  Capital  Campaign.  Last 
April  the  Senate  of  the  University  of 
St.  Michael's  College  voted  to  bestow 
on  him  the  degTee  of  Doctor  of  Sacred 
Letters  honoris  causa  for  his  work  foi 
the  College  and  for  his  <ontribuiions 
to  the  cultural  and  educational  life  of 
Canadian  society.  The  citation  read 
when  Mr.  Alway  was  presented  for  this 
degTee  at  the  Faculty  of  Theology  Con- 
vocation on  25  November  1989,  pro- 
vides a  summary  view  of  Mr.  Aiwa)  5 
career  to  date: 

RICHARD    MARTIN    HOLDEN 
ALWAY 

Eminent  Chancellor,  it  is  not  only 
because  of  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Way 
and  the  west  wind  that  St.  Michael's 
feels  very  close  to  Hamilton.  Gener- 
ations of  young  Hamiltonians  have 
come  here  to  learn  goodness,  dis<  i- 
pline  and  knowledge.  Many  have 
been  outstanding  students,  and 
many  have  made  significant  contri- 
butions to  our  society  and  this 
country.  Richard  Alway  is  in  a  spe- 
cial way  one  of  them. 

As  an  undergraduate  in  St. 
Michael's  he  was  active  in  student 
life,  serving  eventually  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  our  student  government.  He 
graduated  first  in  his  course  and 
received  awards  from  St.  Michael's 
and  the  University  of  Toronto  for 
his  academic  and  extra-curricular 
accomplishments.  Further  studies 
Cont'd  on  pg.  2 
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earned  him  two  graduate  degrees  in 
History  from  Toronto,  and  the 
quality  of  his  post-graduate  aca- 
demic work  merited  fellowships 
that  enabled  him  to  continue  his 
research  not  only  here  in  Canada 
but  also  in  England  at  Cambridge 
University.  For  most  of  his  life 
Richard  Alway  has  been  intimately 
involved  in  education,  and  in  the 
academic  and  cultural  life  of  the 
University  of  Toronto.  He  has  pub- 
lished articles  on  aspects  of  Cana- 
dian history,  on  Canadian 
education  and  on  Canadian  cul- 
ture. In  a  very  real  way  he  regularly 
instructed  thousands  through  his 
insightful  and  enlightened  radio 
news  analyses  and  commentaries. 
He  is  the  present  Warden  of  Hart 
House,  and  has  held  appointments 
to  the  University  Affairs  Board  of 
the  Governing  Council  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  the  organizing 
committee  of  the  Michaelmas  con- 
ference, the  College  Council  and 
Corporation  of  Trinity  College,  the 
Canada  Studies  Foundation,  the 
Federal  Government's  Task  Force 
on  Culture  and  Communication, 
and  he  has  worked  as  a  consultant 
on  curriculum  to  the  western  pro- 
vinces and  for  the  Ontario  Institute 
for  the  Studies  in  Education.  The 
list  could  go  on. 

Richard  Alway  is  not  only  an  aca- 
demic, he  is  an  educator  in  the  ful- 
lest sense  of  that  term;  in  the  great 
tradition  of  Christian  Humanism- 
of  True  Humanism.  His  labours  as 
an  educator  have  influenced  and 
still  influence  the  very  intellectual 
and  cultural  fibre  of  the  University 
of  Toronto.  In  the  deed  of  gift  of 
Hart  House  to  the  University  the 
Founders  prayed  that  "Hart  House, 
under  the  guidance  of  its  Warden, 
may  serve  the  highest  interest  of  this 
University  by  its  drawing  into  a 
common  fellowship  the  members  of 
the  several  Colleges  and  Faculties, 
and  by  gathering  into  a  true  society 
the  teacher  and  the  student,  the 
graduate  and  the  undergraduate; 
further  that  the  members  of  Hart 
House  may  discover  within  its  walls 
the  true  education  that  is  to  be 
found     in    good    fellowship,     in 


friendly  disputation  and  debate,  in 
the  conversation  of  wise  and  earnest 
men,  in  music,  picture  and  the  play, 
in  the  casual  book,  in  sports  and 
games  and  the  mastery  of  the  body, 
with  clarity  of  mind  and  depth  of 
understanding,  and  with  a  spirit  of 
true  religion  and  high  endeavour." 
Since  1977  Warden  Richard  Alway 
has  been,  as  thousands  of  students 
can  testify,  the  answer  to  the  Found- 
ers' prayer;  his  leadership  and 
example  have  enabled  Hart  House 
to  continue  to  be  the  extraordinary 
educational  instrument  its  founders 
prayed  it  would  be. 

The  influence  of  Richard  Alway 
the  educator  has  affected  not  only 
the  intellectual  and  cultural  fibre  of 
this  university  but  also  of  this  pro- 
vince and  this  country.  He  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Executive 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Museums  of  Canada,  Acting  Chair- 
man of  the  National  Museum  of 
Natural  Science,  Chairman  of  the 
National  Gallery  of  Canada,  Chair- 
man and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of 
the  Ontario  Heritage  Foundation 
and,  by  special  appointment  of  the 
Federal  Minister  of  Communica- 
tions, Acting  Director  of  the 
National  Gallery  of  Canada  at  a 
critical  point  in  its  history  and 
development.  His  record  of  public 
service  in  these  and  other  areas 
includes  the  arduous,  essential  and 
at  times  thankless  task  of  fund- 
raising;  Knox  College,  St.  Joseph's 
Medical  Centre,  Trinity  College, 
Hart  House,  and  St.  Michael's  Col- 
lege can  testify  to  his  dedication  to 
this  difficult  work. 


Richard  Alway  has  served  his 
country,  his  province,  his  Univer- 
sity, his  College;  and  you,  Eminent 
Chancellor,  know  in  a  special  way 
how  he  has  served  his  Church  by  his 
work  for  the  Archdiocese  of 
Toronto  as  Acting  Publisher  of  the 
Catholic  Register,  member  of  the 
Archdiocesan  Pastoral  Research 
Committee,  founding  chairman  of 
the  St.  Michael's  Cathedral  Coun- 
cil, member  of  the  Ecumenical  and 
Interfaith  Commission  of  the  Arch- 
diocese of  Toronto  and  by  the  sensi- 
tive role  he  has  played  in 
ecumenical  dialogue  between  the 
Anglican  and  Roman  Catholic 
communions.  This  incomplete 
review  of  his  career  to  date  makes 
even  more  obvious  the  fittingness  of 
Warden  Alway's  induction  last 
month  into  the  Order  of  Canada 
for,  to  quote  from  the  citation  read 
at  that  time,  his  "exceptional  ser- 
vice and  leadership  in  furthering 
cultural,  educational,  and  ecumeni- 
cal causes  in  Canada."  We  at  St. 
Michael's  are  bold  enough  to 
believe  that  even  greater  honours, 
and  more  arduous  tasks,  are  in  his 
immediate  future. 

Eminent  Chancellor,  the  Senate 
of  the  University  of  St.  Michael's 
College  requests  that  you  bestow 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred  Let- 
ters honoris  causa  upon  Richard 
Martin  Holden  Alway,  Hamilto- 
nian,  educator,  academic,  active 
Catholic  layman  and  St.  Michael's 
College  alumnus  whose  career 
embodies  in  so  many  ways  its  motto 
"Teach  me  goodness,  discipline 
and  knowledge."

GEORGE  BERNARD  CARDINAL  FLAHIFF,  C.S.B. 

1905—1989 


George  Bernard  Cardinal  Flahiff, 
C.S.B.,  retired  Cardinal  Archbishop  of 
Winnipeg,  former  Basilian  Superior 
General,  graduate  of  St.  Michael's  and 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  Honours 
History  and  English,  and  native  of 
Paris,  Ontario,  died  peacefully  in  St. 
Michael's  Hospital,  Toronto  on  22 
August.  He  had  lived  as  a  member  of 
the  Basilian  Community  at  St. 
Michael's  College  since  his  retirement 
in  1982.  In  1987  his  health  began  to 
weaken,  but  he  remained  active  until 
December  1988  when  he  was  forced  by 
his  condition  to  enter  St.  Michael's 
Hospital  and  then  reside  in  the  Basi- 
lian Residence  at  St.  Basil's  College 
until  his  return  to  hospital  a  week 
before  his  death.  His  Eminence  Gerald 
Emmett  Cardinal  Carter  celebrated  the 
Pontifical  Funeral  Mass  in  St. 
Michael's  Cathedral  with  the  Apos- 
tolic Pro-Nuncio,  several  bishops  and 
numerous  priests  from  across  Canada 
and  the  United  States.  Cardinal  Fla- 
hiff was  buried  in  St.  Mary's  Cemetery 
after  the  Pontifical  Mass  of  Resurrec- 
tion celebrated  by  Archbishop  Exner 
in  St.  Mary's  Cathedral,  Winnipeg. 

Every  graduate  of  St.  Michael's  is  in 
his  or  her  own  way,  illustrious.  Few,  if 
any,  would  deny  that,  of  all  the  Col- 
lege's graduates,  George  Bernard  Car- 
dinal Flahiff  was  very  special.  His 
career  and  the  many  honours  justly 
bestowed  upon  him  have  been  out- 
lined in  various  newspapers  and  jour- 
nals. We  reprint  with  permission  the 
memorial  editorial  published  in  The 
Catholic  New  Times  shortly  after  Car- 
dinal Flahiff's  death: 

Often  when  death  comes  to  an 
archbishop,  a  cardinal,  a  secular 
ruler  or  some  other  figure  of  power 
and  prestige  the  ancient  words,  "Sic 
transit  gloria  mundi — Thus  passes 
the  glory  of  the  world"  come  to 
mind.  Those  are  not  the  words  that 
come  to  mind  as  we  reflect  on  the 
death,  and  the  life,  of  George  Ber- 
nard Cardinal  Flahiff,  C.S.B.  A 
much-honoured  churchman  and 
public  figure,  a  successful  scholar, 
athlete,  teacher,  gifted  with  many 
personal  and  social  graces,  chosen 
to  occupy  positions  of  power  and 
influence  in  the  Church,  he  cer-

tainly  knew  "the  glory  of  the 
world",  but  in  itself  that  glory 
meant  nothing  to  him;  it  was  a 
means,  not  an  end.  The  end  for  Car- 
dinal Flahiff  was  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  welfare  of  God's  People;  his 
many  talents,  accomplishments 
and  honours  were  means  to  that 
end.  He  was  a  child  of  God,  not  a 


child  of  the  world. 

Reflection  on  the  death,  and  the 
life,  of  George  Bernard  Cardinal 
Flahiff  leads  anyone  who  knew  him 
to  reflection  on  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  for  many  perhaps  to 
reflection  on  the  Beatitudes,  partic- 
ularly "Blessed  are  the  pure  of 
heart;  they  shall  see  God.  Blessed 
are  the  gentle;  they  shall  have  the 
earth  for  their  heritage.  Blessed  are 
the  peacemakers;  they  shall  be 
called  the  children  of  God."  His 
role  in  the  Canadian  Conference  of 
Religious  and  the  Conference  of 
Canadian  Catholic  Bishops  was 
often  that  of  reconciler;  his  was  a 
gentle  but  often  prophetic  voice  in 
their  councils,  in  the  Synods  he 
attended  and  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Vatican  Congregations  of  wjiich  he 
was  a  member. 

For  the  words  that  dominate  our 
reflection  on  the  death,  and  the  life, 
of  George  Bernard  Cardinal  Flahiff 
we  return  to  a  Beatitude  quoted 
above,  "Blessed  are  the  pure  of 
heart;  they  shall  see  God."  He  tried 
always  to  act  and  react  out  of  a  pure 
heart;  granted  the  human  sinful- 
ness which  he  would  be  the  first  to 
acknowledge  was  at  work  in  him  as 
it  is  in  us  all,  he  saw  God  in  every 
person  and  met  each  person  with 
deep  respect.  When  he  was  speaking 
with  you,  even  in  a  crowded  room, 
you  felt  like  the  only  person  in  the 
world,  and  you  knew  your  concerns 
were  of  interest  and  importance  to 
him.  He  had  the  purity  of  heart  that 
sought  God's  will  and  God's  truth; 
such  purity  of  heart  rendered  him 
open  to  the  work  of  the  Spirit  in 
himself  and  in  the  Church.  This 
purity  of  heart  gave  him  the  cour- 
age and  strength  to  proclaim  God's 
truth  in  season  and  out  of  season — 
and  there  were  times  when  it  proved 
out  of  season. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  gift  of 
George  Bernard  Cardinal  Flahiff. 
His  love  of  God  and  concern  for  all 
of  God's  People,  his  devotion  to  the 
Church,  his  simplicity  of  life,  his 
gentleness  are  a  source  of  example, 
encouragement  and  hope  for  each 
of  us.

Father  John  Kelly  used  to  talk  about 
the  last  months  of  each  Varsity  Fund 
year  as  "nail-biting  time."

Catholic  higher  education  second  to 
none. 

The  Varsity  Fund,  as  you  are  well 
aware,  is  absolutely  crucial  to  the  dis- 
tinctiveness and  excellence  of  the  edu- 
cational experience  provided  for 
today's  St.  Michael's  students.  With- 
out the  Varsity  Fund  special  and  uni- 
que spiritual,  academic,  cultural, 
social  and  athletic  programmes  and 
events  that  benefit  the  entire  St. 
Michael's  community  would  have  to 
be  curtailed  or  even  cancelled. 

Our  1989-90  goal  of  $550,000  is  the 
most  ambitious  ever;  some  would  even 
say  foolhardy.

TENTH  KELLY  THEOLOGY  LECTURE 
STIMULATING  AND  CHALLENGING

The  Kelly  Theology  Lecture  Com- 
mittee again  provided  an  intellectu 
ally  stimulating  and  challenging 
evening  on  7  November  1989.  Profes- 
sor Lisa  Sowle  Cahill,  Professoi  ol 
Ethics  at  Boston  College,  delivered  the 
tenth  Kelly  Theology  Lecture  to  a 
capacity  audience  in  Brennan  Hall; 
the  topic  of  Professor  Cahill's  papci 
was  "Sexuality,  Commitment,  and 
Parenthood."  She  explored  some  of 
the  wider  meanings  of  the  "love"  and 
"procreation"  which  the  Chun  h  asso- 
ciates with  sexuality,  and  suggested 
that  the  teaching  bears  a  fundamental 
message  of  importance  for  contempor- 
ary culture. 

Professor  Cahill  began  by  interpret- 
ing the  "natural  law"  morality  behind 
Catholic  teaching  as  essentially  an 
appeal  to  human  experience,  emphas- 
izing the  importance  of  finding  a 
meaningful  role  for  the  experience  of 
married  people.  She  suggested  that 
when  "love"  is  understood  more  com- 
prehensively as  affective  bonding, 
interpersonal  commitment  and  social 
cooperation,  and  "procreation"  more 
comprehensively  as  parenthood,  we 
arrive  at  the  most  morally  profound 
human   dimensions  of  sexuality.   In

our  Western  culture  we  operate  with  a 
high  estimate  of  the  importance  of  the 
interpersonal  dimensions  of  sex,  but 
need  to  retrieve  for  social  ethics  the 
embodied  dimensions  of  sexuality, 
which  extend  beyond  sexual  acts  to 
include  marriage,  parenthood  and 
family. 

The  final  part  of  Professor  Cahill's 
presentation  considered  reproductive 
technologies,  particularly  infertility 
therapies,  as  an  illustration  of  the 
moral  connections  of  committed  love, 
sex,  and  parenthood.  She  insisted  on 
the  need  to  find  a  meaningful  role 
both  for  the  embodied  dimensions  of 


sexuality,  and  foi  the  broad  texual, 
marital,  familial,  and  parental  rela-

On  the  afternoon  of  28  October  1989 
Saint  Basil's  Church  was  full  as  the 
Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Stu- 
dies marked  60  years  of  existence,  50 
with  a  papal  charter.

Admission  to  St.  Michael's  College

Each  year  we  invite  alumni  to  let  us 
know  if  they  have  a  son  or  a  daughter 
who  will  be  applying  to  St.  Michael's 
College.  The  major  reason  for  this  is  to 
try  in  every  way  possible  to  continue 
the  great  tradition  of  having  successive 
generations  of  families  at  St. 
Michael 's.  From  a  very  practical  stand- 
point, the  purpose  is  threefold:  to 
allow  us  to  advise  your  son  or  daugh- 
ter regarding  admission  requirements 
and  procedures;  to  ensure  that  the 
applicant  is  admitted  to  St.  Michael's 
College,  provided  of  course,  he  or  she 
meets  the  University  of  Toronto 
admission  requirements;  to  enable  us, 
where  possible,  to  admit  to  St. 
Michael's  a  son  or  daughter  who  oth- 
erwise might  not  have  been  admitted. 
Last  year's  responses  to  our  invitation 
(approximately  sixty  to  seventy)  were 
gratifying  enough  to  issue  the  invita- 
tion once  again  this  year.  Because  of 
the  number  of  applicants  who  apply 
to  St.  Michael's,  we  are  not  able  to 
admit  all  eligible  applicants.  How- 
ever, our  policy  is  to  admit  all  eligible 
applicants  who  are  sons  or  daughters 
of  alumni. 

With  regard  to  current  admission 
requirements,  applicants  from  Onta- 


rio can  easily  obtain  this  information 
from  the  guidance  office  of  their  high 
school.  Applicants  from  other  Cana- 
dian provinces  are  required,  like  those 
from  Ontario,  to  take  English  and 
either  Mathematics  or  a  language 
other  than  English  in  their  last  year  of 
high  school,  and  must  obtain  a  'B' 
average  or  higher. 

In  an  effort  to  attract  more  appli- 
cants from  the  United  States,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  will  now  consider 
the  high  school  record  and  the  Student 
Profile  in  addition  to  performance  on 
standardized  test  scores.  This  marks  a 
departure  from  the  previous  policy  of 
considering  only  applicants  with  a 
combined  average  of  600  on  the  verbal 
and  math  components  of  the  SAT's 
and  three  Achievement  Tests.  The 
minimum  required  for  an  applicant  to 
be  considered  will  be  a  score  of  500  on 
each  test,  with  a  combined  average  on 
the  tests  of  at  least  550.  If  the  SAT's 
and/or  Achievement  Tests  are 
repeated,  the  highest  individual  scores 
may  be  counted. 

We  heartily  encourage  all  students 
interested  in  St.  Michael's  to  write  us 
for  literature  on  the  College  and  the 
University  of  Toronto.  We  would  be 
very  pleased  to  arrange  an  interview 
with  the  personnel  of  our  Registrar's 
Office  and  a  visit  to  the  College.

Our  Official  Coat  of  Arms: 
A  Lesson  in  St.  Michael's  History 


In  answer  to  many  questions  about 
the  heraldic  symbols  of  the  official 
coat  of  arms  of  the  University  of  St. 
Michael's  College,  here  is  a  picture 
with  a  brief,  accurate  description  and 
explanation  of  its  heraldric  symbols. 

St.  Michael's  coat  of  arms  reflects 
our  history  and  traditions.  The  design 
of  the  shield  is  based  upon  that  of 
Bishop  de  Charbonnel,  who  founded 
the  College  in  1852.  The  three  star-like 
objects  are  spurs,  and  the  crescent  indi- 
cates that  one  of  his  ancestors  took  part 
in  the  Crusades:  these  symbols  remind 
us  that  as  Christians  we  must  con- 
stantly urge  ourselves  to  greater  endea- 
vours, and  always  be  prepared  to  seek 
and  defend  the  truth.  The  tongues  of 
fire  around  the  edge  of  the  shield 
allude  to  St.  Basil,  known  as  "The  Pil- 
lar of  Fire"  for  his  learning  and  char- 


ity. The  supporters  (which  are 
heraldic  recognition  of  our  status  as  a 
university)  are  an  eagle,  taken  from  the 
arms  of  Hon.  John  Elmsley,  who  gave 
land  to  the  College,  and  a  lion  with  a 
cross  in  its  paw,  the  crest  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam Mulock,  who  helped  bring  about 
our  federation  with  the  University  of 
Toronto.  The  supporters  stand  upon  a 
grassy  hillock  representing  Clover 
Hill,  our  first  location.  The  three 
Greek  words  of  the  motto  stand  for 
goodness  and  the  development  of 
mind  and  body,  the  privilege  and 
responsibility  of  dedicated  students. 
The  acorns  on  the  eagle's  wing  allude 
to  the  University  of  Toronto.  The 
winged  sword  in  the  crest  has  long 
been  used  by  us  as  a  symbol  of  St. 
Michael  Archangel.
